Wednesday, Oct. 21. 

The Seventh Session of the Dakota Annual Conference opened 
in the M. E. Church, Sioux Falls, at 7:80 o’clock, P. M., Wednesday 
October 21st. 

In the absence of Bishop Foss, and by his appointment. Rev. 
C. B. Clark, senior Presiding Elder of the Conference, took the 
chair. 

The 5th chapter of I. Thessalonians was read and E. E. Clough 
led in prayer. “Blest be the tie that binds” was sung by the Con- 
ference and congregation and a very large number participated in 
the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper. 

The roll being called, 45 membtsrs and 10 probationers re- 
sponded to their names. 

A. W. Adkinson was elected secretary and G. D. Cleworth 
and C. H. Smith, assistants. 

J. P. Jenkins was elected statistical secretary and W. D. Dee- 
ble, L. B. Wiles, I. A. Sparks and F. H. Wheeler, assistants. 

C. E. Hager was elected treasurer and Duane Rifenbark and 
A. E. Carhart, assistants.

Conference met at 8:30 a. m. 

Devotional exercises were led by I. A. Sparks, after which C. 
B. Clark, by appointment of Bishop Foss, took the chair. 

Minutes of last session were read and approved. 

On motion the Presidinof Elders were added to Committee on 
Education. 

Resolved^ That 10 o’clock a. m. to-day, be the time fixed for 
passing in statistical reports. 

The following resolution, introduced by E. O. Bullock, was 
adopted. 

Whereas, There is an effort being made to divide North Dakota and 
South Dakota Conferences upon the State line, and as such division woul4 
materially injure Ellendale, Silverleaf, Guelph, Ludden, Newark and Bramp- 
. ton churches; therefore. 

Resolved^ That we urge and instruct our delegates in General Conference 
to secure the present boundaries as they are, or such adjustments as shall not 
destroy the charges interested. 

The bar of the Conference was fixed on a line with the farther 
side of the centre windows. 

Dr. J. C. W. Coxe was introduced, and addressed the Confer- 
ence in the interest of the S. S. Union and Tract Society. 

During the address Bishop Foss arrived and took the chair. 

The Bishop addressed the Conference. 

Hours of meeting and adjournment were fixed at 8:30 a. m. 
and 12 M., respectively, the first half hour to be spent in devotional 
exercises.

Thomas Carson was made reporter for the Sioux Falls Press, 
and W. J. Hyde for the Argus-Leader.

Apportionment to the Conference of 1000 for Episcopal fund, 
together with those for the various benevolences, referred to Presid- 
ing- Elders for distribution. 

The following communications were received and referred to 
committees, viz:

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gether with a communication relating to the American University, 
to the Committee on Education. 

Communications relating to the Army and Navy, referred to 
the Committee on the State of the Church. 

M. E. Nickerson was appointed agent for the Methodist 
Review. 

Dr. W. P. Stowe addressed the Conference in the interest of 
the Book Concern. 

Election of General Conference delegates, and vote upon con- 
stitutional questions submitted, were made the special order for 
Saturday at jO o’clock. 

Agreed that these votes should be by ballot, without discussioiii 
and that a majority vote be necessary to elect delegates. If more 
than two have a majority, then the two having the highest vote 
shall be declared elected. 

G. D. Cle worth was elected R. R. Secretary. 

The list of committees was called and announcements made. 

' Rev. J. A. Cruzan, pastor of the Congregational Church in 

* Sioux Falls, was introduced. 

Conference adjourned by limitation of time. 

The doxology was sung and the Bishop pronounced the bene- 
diction. 



THIRD DAY. 

Friday, Oct. 23. 

Conference opened at 8:30 a. .m.. Bishop C. D. Foss in the 
chair. 

Devotional exercises were led by A. Jamieson and Thomas 
Simmons.

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The Conference requested the transfer of H. F. Knight a sup- 
ernumerary of Wisconsin Conference. The transfer was made by 
the Bishop. Bro. Knight was introduced and on motion he was 
made effective.

Whereupon the Secretary 
was instructed to extend the fraternal greetings of the Conference 
to the Doctor, assuring him that we remember with pleasure his 
efficient labors in our midst, especially in connection with Dakota 
University; and we extend to him our sympathy and our prayers 
for the preservation of his health, and for his success in his distant 
field of labor. 

Sully County, 
were ordered to be deposited with the Conference Treasurer subject 
to the order of the Conference, in accordance with the provisions of 
the discipline.

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due form, was referred to the Board of Stewards for their favorable 
consideration. 

The bearing of the length of service in the ministry on the 
distribution of Conference claimant funds, was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Conference Relations, witli instructions to report to the 
Conference.

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The Credential Committee reported an attendance of fifty-five delegates, 
after which the following resolutions were unanimously adopted. 

Resolved^ That we are utterly and eternally opposed to the re-submission 
of the prohibitory law as attempted in the last Legislature, and that it is the 
duty of every good citizen, and especially of every Christian of our State, to 
see that every member of the Legislature, present or to come, be pledged to 
oppose it; and that the Legislature be urged to strengthen our present pro- 
hibitory law and compel its enforcement by the officers charged with its 
execution. 

Resolved, That we believe the laiety of our Church, without distinction of 
sex, are as deeply interested in its success and the conversion of the world to 
Christ as are the clergy, and should have equal representation in all its coun- 
cils and deliberations of every kind. 

Resolved, That we are opposed to the opening of the doors of the World’s 
Fair to visitors on Sunday, thereby showing to the world that we believe in 
our own profession, that we are a Christian nation. 

We recommend that the second Saturday after Conference be observed 
as Financial Day throughout the Conference. That it shall be the duty of the 
Stewards and Class Leaders to devote the day to a systematic and thorough 
canvass of their respective communities in the effort to obtain subscriptions 
and collect money for tlie support of the Pastor, to the end that the entire 
salary be provided for during the first month of the year, and if possible, paid j 

tip in f ull during the first six months of the year. 

Resolved, That recognizing the efficient work of the Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union, not only in temperance work, but Christian work gener- 
ally, we extend to this organization our sympathy and hearty support. 

Resolved, That we endorse the Epworth League and its work among the 
young as a most valuable aid to the Pastor in his work, and a valuable ad- 
junct to the Sunday School. 

We desire to extend our sincere thanks to the people of Sioux Falls for 
their cordial greeting and generous hospitality during our stay in the city. 

Upon invitation of the Conference Bishop Foss was present and gave an 
address. 

The selection of the Lay Delegates to General Conference occupied some 
time, and resulted .in the election of Prof. II. E. Kratz of Vermillion, and E. T. 

Langley of Huron, with D. W. Diggs of Milbank and T. W. P. Lee of Ashton, 
as reserves.

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MEMOIRS. 



SUSAN A. FIELDER. 

Susan A. Dobson, wife of Rev. Win. Fielder, was born at 
Minonk, 111., July 24, 1854. 

She became actively identified with the work of the Church at 
a very early age, and her love for the Church and its institutions 
was most intense. She was married to Bro. Fielder Oct. 7, 1878, 
and entered upon the duties and responsibilities of a Methodist 
preacher’s wife in connection with the church in this city. For 
twelve and one-half years her devotion never flagged and her cour- 
age was never shaken, April B, 1891, at the residence of her parents 
in Cherryvale, Kansas, whither she had gone hoping to be bene- 
fitted by a change of climate, she was transferred by our Great 
Bishop from the church militant to the church triumphant. Her 
illness was directly traceable to excessive labor during the political 
campaign of 1889, which gave to our state constitutional prohibition. 

To the list of martyrs to the great cause of prohibition must be 
added the name of Susan A. Fielder. Her sufferings were pro- 
tracted and severe but borne without a murmur. For fifteen 
months she fought the fearful battle with her relentless enemy and 
though the world says she was defeated, she has conquered through 
Christ. 

For the sake of her husband and children she clung tenaciously 
to life. What wife and mother would not ? Only at the very last, 
within a few hours of the end, would she accept the fact that death 
was near. 

Then with perfect resignation to the divine will, she disposed 
of her personal effects and arranged for her funeral with as much 
composure as though contemplating a journey into a neighboring 
state. 

Sister Fielder was an intensely devoted wife and mother. Her 
kingdom was her home and no labor was too arduous, no sacrifices 
too costly, where the comfort or happiness of her family were 
involved. 

She was loyal to the church of her choice. During their mar- 
ried life Bro. Fielder was five years in the pastorate, six years in the

presiding^ eldership and one year and a half president of the South 
Dakota Prohibition Alliance. In none of these experiences, though 
some of them were peculiarly trying, did Sister Fielder utter a word 
of complaint. 

She was an earnest, faithful and successful worker in the Sun- 
day School, the W. F. M. S., and the W. C. T. U. Being dead she 
yet lives in these grand spheres of labor and monuments of the abil- 
ity and devotion of woman. 

Her remains were brought to Huron, S. D., for interment and 
were laid away to rest amid the tears of a very large concourse of 
friends, including a large number of members of the Dakota Con- 
ference. 

As a Conference we extend our warmest sympathy to Bro. 
Fielder and his two children in their great sorrow. 

ANNETTA G. BOGGS. 

Annetta G. Binkley was born at Lima, Ohio, April 13, 1840, 
and passed from this life to a better from her late home in Mitchell, 
South Dakota, March 3, 1891. 

She was converted at the age of twelve years, united with the 
M. E. Church, and remained a faithful member. In 1857 she was 
tinited in marriage to Rev. A. R. Boggs, who was at that time en- 
gaged in the practice of law, but who subsequently entered the 
traveling ministry, and was admitted to the Michigan conference in 
1868. Sister Boggs cheerfully bore her share of the trials and 
changes incident to the itinerancy. Bro. Boggs was for four years 
Presiding Elder of the Niles district. Eight children were born to 
the family, two of whom preceded the mother to the spirit world. 
In all these varied and changeful relations her well cultivated mind, 
her cheerful piety and her ardent love for home and the church en- 
abled our sister to act well her part, and to endear herself not only to 
the home, but to the several charges to which she was called as co- 
laborer with her husband. Some eight years since she came, with 
her family, to South Dakota, where she lived for a few years upon 
a farm, sharing with others the privations incident to pioneer life. 
As the way opened in the new state for regular work in the ministry 
she joyfully returned with her husband to his life work, anticipating 
yet many years of faithful, happy service. During the winter of 
1890, Sister Boggs suffered two attacks of la grippe. The last at- 
tack left her in an enfeebled condition, from which she never re-^ 
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covered. Life was sweet, however, and her cheerful spirit antici- 
pated recovery and years of happy, loving service with husband and 
children in home and church life. Late in February last that ter- 
rible malady, la grippe, seized for the third time upon her enfeebled 
vitality, and with a sigh for her loved ones she must leave, but with 
firm faith in hpr Saviour, she went sweetly down into the valley, fear- 
ing no evil, but breathing the prayer, “ My Saviour,” as her spirit 
passed away. The stricken husband and children mourn not alone, 
but in the church in Mitchell, and in all the churches where our 
sister’s life has made its gentle impression, are scores who count it 
a privilege to mingle, their tears with those of the home, saddened 
I'y her departure. The funeral services were conducted by the 
writer from the M. E. church in Mitchell, assisted by Rev. S. 
Washburn and Rev. J. T. Hall, of the Dakota Conference, and the 
city pastors. The large audience present attested the high esteem 
in which our sister was held.

It is with profound thanksgiving to our Heavenly Father that we record 
the apparent fact that the Dakota University having passed through an ordeal 
of fire has come forth permanent, bright, strong, vigorous and prosperous. 

The prosperity of the school is indicated by the enrollment of students for 
the last three fall terms: 

The enrollment for 1889 47 

The enrollment for 1890 74 

The enrollment for 1891 to date 128 

Your Committee recommend the adoption of the following: 

Whereas, It has seemed good in the eyes of Rev. Wm. Brush, D. D., 
to accept a mission under the United States to Italy; be it 

Resolved^ ist. That we hereby tender Dr. Brush our hearty and just ap- 
preciation of his work done for the institution. 

2. That we heartily endorse the action of the Board of Directors in 
electing Charles O. Merica, M. A., to the office of president, to take effect Jan. 
I St, 1892. 

3. That it is with pleasure we hereby welcome President Merica to our 
midst, and when it shall be his pleasure and convenience to visit our pulpits 
we will render him all possible assistance. 

And Whereas, The ordinary resources are not sufficient to warrant the 
salary of the president, therefore 

Resolved^ That we as a conference will provide for the president’s salary, 
and that Bro. C. B. Clark be requested to raise the subscription payable in 
quarterly installments, as follows: January ist, April ist, July ist, Septem- 
ber ist. 

2. That W. H. Jordan, L. Bradford, E. B. Bracy, M. D., and II. II. 
Dresser be elected as members of Dakota University, they having been regu- 
larly nominated by the Board of Directors. 

3. That J. C. Shetland, Ph. D., F. D. Newhouse, B. A., M. A., Henry M. 
Springer, L. L. Hanscom and J. G. Hall be appointed visitors to Dakota Uni- 
versity. 

Whereas, We are in receipt of a number of requests for post-graduate 
work. 

Resolved^ That we recommend that the Board of Directors carefully ex- 
amine into the desirability and practicability of such a course in connection 
with Dakota University and take such steps as may seem to promise useful- 
ness. 

2. That the sum of $1,500 be divided among the various charges of this 
Conference to be raised as the collection for education, and the Conference 
Board of Education be requested to place said sum at the disposal of the Di- 
rectors of Dakota University. Alt collections to be sent to R. N. Kratz, 
Treasurer, Mitchell, S. D. 

3. That the second Sunday in December next be designated as Univer- 
sity day, upon which the educational collection shall be taken. Should it be 
inconvenient to take the collection on that day, then upon the day following. 
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4. That we recommend the Phreno-Cosmian, the official organ of the 
students of Dakota University and urge its circulation among our people.

SABBATH OBSERVANCE. [G.] 

We recognize in the Christian Sabbath an institution of divine origin. 
The Sabbath was made for man because man needed the Sabbath — to pre- 
serve the body, to feed the mind by the gospel and inspire the soul to throw- 
off the yoke of sin, enter the service of God and possess eternal life. 

We therefore love and defend the Sabbath because it lies at the founda- 
tion of restful human life, and is the stepping-stone towards Christian training 
and salvation through Christ. 

In order to its true observance we therefore 

Resolve^ That we will avoid as far as possible Sunday travel that must 
involve secular labor on the part of others. 

2. We will enjoin upon our people by precept and example that they re- 
frain from all devotion to the pursuit of pleasure and to the labors of business 
on the Lord’s day. 

3. We will preach faithfully on the subject of the Sabbath, enforcing its 
authority and explaining its requirements. 

4. We deprecate the fact of the transmission and distribution of mails 
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on the Sabbath, requiring labor of government employes and railroad men, 
and bringing in the dissipating literature of the Sunday paper and thus disturb- 
ing the Sabbath rest. 

5. We anticipate with pleasure the prospect of the coming Columbian 
World’s Fair, but we would enter our earnest protest against the opening of 
that Fair on the Holy Sabbath, knowing that we would thereby reverse our 
record as a Christian nation, ignore our foundation principles as a. people and 
trample down our higher interests and civilization upon the sordid and paltry 
plea of money. 

6. We memorialize the National Congress at Washington to pass such 
law or laws as will prohibit the opening of said Exposition on the Christian 
Sabbath, and we resolve that a copy of these resolutions, signed by the Bishop 
and Secretary of our Conference, be sent to each of the senators and repre- 
sentatives of our state for presentation to Congress.

REPORT ON PROHIBITION. [M.] 

Whereas, Prohibition is the most important question in politics, the 
ghost which will not down, the sword which will not return to its scabbard 
until the victory is won ; and 

Whereas, We have at the present time 40,000,000 of the people in the 
United States who are total abstainers from the use of intoxicating drinks, 
thus giving us a tremendous working force in the cause of Prohibition; and 

Whereas, We now have both constitutional and statutory Prohibitory 
laws in South Dakota; therefore, 1 

Resolved^ That we congratulate the people of South Dakota on the adop- 
tion of the principles of Prohibition as the fundamental law of the State, and 
pledge ourselves to the support of such men only for state and national offices 
as are against re-submission, and in favor of the rigid enforcement of our 
present Prohibitory laws. 

Resolved^ That the Prohibitory laws in our State constitution and in our 
statutes have already proved a great blessing to the people of South Dakota, 
as seen in the following facts: 

1. The sale of intoxicants has been largely diminished. 

2. The manufacture of them within the .State has been almost entirely 
prevented. 

3. The temptation to young men to become habitual drinkers has been 
greatly reduced. 

4. The number of arrests and convictions for crimes has become far less. 

5. Our court expenses and our expenses for the support of paupers and 
felons have been reduced. 

6. Women of ill-fame have withdrawn from our towns where the saloon 
has been suppressed. 

7. Men of intelligence traveling through our State compliment us on the 
good behavior of our people. 

8. Business has perceptibly revived, and our holidays, as the Fourth of 
July, are remarkable for the absence of drunken men. 

Resolved^ That in national politics we should work and vote for the 
enactment of prohibitory laws. 

Resolved^ That we favor a call for a mass meeting to be held in the inter- 
est of Prohibition next March or April, and we hereby appoint our Presiding 
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Elders a committee to arrange with other temperance workers for the time 
and place of holding such meeting. 

Resolved^ That we hereby express our appreciation of the faithful and in- 
defatigable labors of our brother, Rev. Wm. Fielder, as president of the South 
Dakota Prohibition Alliance, and that we request the Bishop to appoint him 
for the ensuing year. Conference Temperance Agent. 

Resolved^ That the Republican party in South Dakota in its elimination 
from its platform of State and National Prohibition, is justly entitled to the dis- 
approval of all Prohibitionists.

Resolved^ That the Conference express great sympathy with our brothers. 
Rev. A. R. Boggs and Rev. Wm. Fielder, in the bereavements which have 
overtaken them in the death of their beloved wives and that we extend to 
them our sincere sympathy.

STATE OF THE CHURCH. [0.] 

Your committee to whom was referred matters pertaining to the state of 
the church desire to report as follow’s: 

That we congratulate the Methodist Episcopal Church upon the progress 
being made in the various departments of its work, it indicating a healthful 
and vigorous tone in the body. 

That the church continues true to its doctrinal standards, to its motto, 
“The world is my parish,” and to its mission to all classes and conditions. 

That we believe that many of the statistics attempting to prove that but a 
small fraction of the population attend church is misleading, at least in the 
smaller cities and towns, for from pastoral visitation and observation we find 
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that, including the children in the Sunday School and the occasional church- 
goer, but few families are left who do not often hear the gospel. 

We believe that the preaching of Methodism was never more able, ear- 
nest and spiritual than now. 

That never before was as much being done directly for the salvation of 
the people. 

That we rejoice at the marvelous increase in the number and efficiency 
of our Sunday Schools. 

For the enlargement in the contributions for the various benevolent en- 
terprises of the church. 

That we are proud of our church because she undertakes so many lines 
of effort for human uplifting and enlargement. 

For her zeal in the cause of missions and of education. 

For her unflinching stand upon the temperance question, confining her 
work to the two fundamental principles of total abstinence for the individual, 
and absolute prohibition of the sale of intoxicating liquors by the state. 

We are glad that Methodist and prohibitionist are synonymous terms — 
that a Methodist church is recognized as a school of prohibition and every 
Methodist preacher as a leader in the cause and the entire church abstainers. 

That Methodism stands for the Sabbath as God made it for man, sacred 
to body and soul ; that believing thus, we trust that the church will urge upon 
the public conscience greater attention to the details of Sabbath keeping. 

That the Methodist Church everywhere stands for the rights of all men 
in the conflict between capital and labor, demanding an honest day’s work 
from the laborer and an ample and honest wage from the employer, and equal 
justice before all laws. 

That Methodism is the incarnation of loyalty to good government and 
devotion to the flag. 

That it looks forward with loving pride to the World’s Exposition at 
Chicago, provided that Exposition conform to the Sabbath laws of this land; 
but will be exceedingly humiliated if the same shall be disregarded and the 
gates be open on the Sabbath ; and if so, will most assuredly make its dis- 
pleasure felt. 

That with the organizing of the new army of Epworth Leaguers in nearly 
7,000 churches, who, fired with the zeal and vigor and enthusiasm of youth, 
have gone forth following the cross in a crusade of conquest in the fields of 
social purity, character development and spiritual life, and whose hymns and 
prayers and testimony have stirred the hearts of the whole church, and quick- 
ened its pace by giving new life to the meaning of service and fidelity. 

Because of more and better Sunday Schools, larger and warmer prayer 
meetings, more earnest and spiritual class meetings and an increased church 
attendance, better preaching and more frequent revivals we look out into the 
future from the close of this quadrenium with brighter prospects of victory 
than ever before. 

We therefore call upon our stewards to plan for larger efforts in the new 
order of the day in things Methodistic.
